House Only Amends Bill to 
‘Make Salary Payable From 
Court Fines 


SAYS. JUDICIAL SYSTEM 
SIN NEED OF REVISION 


House Agrees to Give Twenty 
Feet From State Property to 
Widen Peachtree Street--Sen- 
ate Amendments to Automo- 
bile Regulation Bill Approved 
and Bill Goes to Governor. 


By the overwhelming vote of 121 to 
28, the house of representatives yes- 
terday afternoon passed the bill abol- 
ishing the fee system insofar as so0- 
licitors general are concerned, and 
placing these officers of the stata on 
an annual salary of $3,000 each. 

The bill was introduged in the sen- 
ate by Senators Gordy, Harrell) and 
Womble. It has already passed that 
body and as soon as the senate con- 
curs in an amendment which tha house 
adopted, the measure will be ready 
for the signature of the governor. 

The amendment which the house 
adopted was introduced by Mr. Love- 
joy, of Troup, and provided the man- 
ner in which the solicitors shall be 
paid their salaries. 


From Fines and Forfelitures. 


According to the amendment it shall 
be the duty of the clerks of the court 
in the various circuits to collect all 
monies arising from fines, costs and 
forfeitures, now received by thea so9- 
licitors general, and within thirty days 
after adjournment of each term of 
court, they shall pay over to the state 
treasurers all monies so collected. The 
State treasurer shall, out of said fines, 
costs and forfeitures arising from each 
circuit, pay to the solicitor general 
of such circuit the sum of $3,000, and 
any surplus over such amount shall be 
repaid by the state treasurer to the re-

Captain Merritt Thurmond, of the 
Floyd Rifles, here, has been ordered by 
Governor Brown to report to: Sheriff 
Brooks by 8 o'clock tomorrow morning 
with his command, there to remain till 
impending danger is over. The com- 
pany is being mustered ready for the 
journey to Grays. : 

According to what can be gathered 
at this hour, nothing has occurred yet 
in the nature of violence, but move- 
ments of the two factions have made 
it again necessary for the sheriff to 
call for help.

BOB” ADAMSON THOUGHT | 
ASSASSIN AIMED AT HIM 


New York, August 9.—Robert 
Adamson, secretary to Mayor Gaynor, 
gives the following account of the 
tragedy: 

“In the excitement of the moment 
it seemed to me that the second shot 
Was aimed at me. But I do not know. 
All was confusion, and L recall. only 
a frenzied scene of men fighting and 
arms waying and oaths, and. through 
it all the muzzie of that revolver 
pointing towards us. In any event, 
everybody nearby had so leaped upoa 
the - man that his aim was, impairad. 

“TIT do not remember any of the rest, 
except that when I looke. wp again 
Mavor Gaynor was half fain ¢ in my 
arms and Gallagher was on ‘the deck 
beneath a crowd of shrieking, scream- 
ing men. Someone was dragging it 
Commissiomer Edwards’ arm. 


*“ ‘Oh, don't kill him, Bill," was the 
cry I heard. 

“Through, the seconds of that scene, 
that seemed to pass. like hours, IL 
could hear that voice calling. They 
tell me that Edwards’ big hands had 
closed about Gallagher’s neck in: the 
grip of a vice. Hrs would have choked 
him to death right there if others 
present had not restrained him. 
Someone called out ‘Let’s lynch him.’ 
By that time they had dragged Ed- 
wards off and he had regained some 
of his calm: 3 

“‘Get me a pair of handcuffs,’ he 
ordered. There were no cuffs at hand, 
but Henry Geering, one of the local 
detectives, passed Edwards his chains. 
They were nipped around Gallagher's 
wrist and he was led away.”

Governor Brown's formal statement 


to the people of Georgia, discussing 
certain recent.incidents in Georgia 
history, and his attitude toward,. and 
the fact that his ejection two years 
ago was due to the country vote, and 
not the city vote, was the topic of con- 
versation of practically every one of 
the 3850 or 400 visitors who called at 
the Brown headquarters on yesterday. 
Manager Ed Maddox said: 


“The showing that Governor Brown 
carried 191 more country districts 
than did Mr. Smith disposes of the un- 
just charge that the liquor interests 
and the railroad interests were re- 
eponsible for his election. The fact is 
that the larger part of Mr. Brown's 
vote in the state was received in the 
country districts. 

“Another interesting point is made 
by the governor in connection with his 
work as a member of. the railroad 
commission, from which he was re- 
moved by Governor Smith. He shows 
that. he voted to permit the Central 
and Southern railroads to charge 2% 
cents per mile passenger rates. They 
are still charging that rate. He voted 
against a 2%-cent rate for the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Georgia railroad, 
believing it too low. The two mem- 
bers appointed by Governor. Smith 
voted subsequentiy to raise the Coast 
Line rate to Yet Governor Brown 
ie termed the ‘reactionary.’ 

“Governor Brown makes it plain 
that his opponent never did advance 
any plan of paying the teachers 
promptly, except to Kite with 
money due the old Confederate 
erans, utnil he (Brown) took up 
eudgeis in their behalf.

Cape May, August 9.—Five persons 
were crushed to death tonight when an 
express train on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad dashed into an automobile at 
Mill Lane crossing on the West Jer- 
sey and Sea Shore Railroad. 

The dead are Frederick W..Feldner 
and wife and Fritz Mergenthaler and 
wife and their chauffeur, M. C. Jones, 


all of Baltimore. 

Mergenthaler was the son-in-law of 
Mr. and Mrs. Feldner. 

The party had been spending a few 
days in Atlantic City and this after- 
noon left- for an automobile trip to 
Cape May. 

They Were Warned in Vain. 

As they approached the tracks the 
fast running express was hidden from 
view by a cornfield and it was impos- 
sible for the chauffeur to see the train 
until he was within a few feet of the 
tracks. 

As teh automobile.bore down toward 
the tracks Mrs. Thomas McNeill, who 
resides close to the crossing, saw the 
rapidly approaching express and waved 
her hand for the automobile driver to 
stop his car, but the man either did not 
see the darfger signal or thought that, 
he could cross the tracks before the} 
train reached him and dashed onto the; 
road just as:the train reached the! 
crossing. 

All Five Instantly Killed. 

The express struck the automobile 
squarely between the wheels and threw |! 
it and all of the occupants clear of the! 
tracks. All five of the occupants were | 
instantly killed and badly cut and/| 
bruised. i

CROP CONDITIONS 
WERE BAD IN JULY 


The Deterioration Was About 
4.2 Per Cent During. 
onth. 


Washington, August 9.—Crop growth 
throughout the United States was un- 
favorable during July, according to the 
bureau of statistics of the department 
of agriculture in a statement issued 
today. The deterioration was about 4.2 
per oent as compared with an average 
decline of 2.3 per cent during July. 

Aggregate crop conditions in the 
United States August 1 were 6.5 per 
cent lower than on August 1 a year 
ago, and about 5.3 per cent lower than 
the average condition on August 1 of 
the past ten years. However, the area 
under cultivation is about 3.2 per cent 
more than last year. 

The aggregate of crop conditions on 
August 1 (100 representing the aver- 
age on August 1 of the past ten years) 
for the southern states was as follows:

Carolina 99, South Carolina 98, Georgia 
95, Florida 94, Kentucky 98, Tennessee 
104, Alabama 100, Mississippi 103, Texas

Edward H. Walker, candidate for 
governor, yesterday conferred with an

Galveston, Texas, August 9.—United 
States Senator Joseph W. Bailey was 
given a great demonstration by the 
state democratic convention, which 
opened here today.

Clarence Ousley, temporary chairman, 
in his address sounded the keynote, 
declaring that the convention should 
reaffirm the tariff plank of the state 
platform of 1896, which was a declara- 
tion in favor of a tariff for revenue, 
saying that this would be “fresh en- 
couragement to that matchless states- 
man whose name it is hardly neces-

Batley for President. 

Mr. Ousley had previously said that 
Texas should send a message to the 
democracy of the nation, and Senator 
Bailey said something of the sort 
when he addressed the convention. In 
the meantime, his friends in the con- 
vention have been acclaiming him as 
the party’s candidate for president in 
1912. 

It ig practically certain that the 
tarif?’ plank will go in this platform, 
with the idea that it will set a pace 
for the democracy. of other states and 
put Senator Bailey prominently before 
the country as presidential timber. 

The platform is now being worked 
out by the resolutions committee. It is 
practically certain that dt will be as 
outlined by Mr. Qusley, and as Senator 
Bailey wants it. As to state affairs, it 
will demand submission of the prohi- 
bition amendment to the constitution, 
because it was demanded in the recent 
primary election; will declare for the 
doctrine of local self-government as 
advocated by Mr. Colquitt, the nominee 
for governor, and will also declare 
against experimental legislation, a 
policy also advocated by Mr. Colquitt.

Establish Veterinarian’s Office. 

The house passed the bill to estab- 
lish the office of state veterinarian 
with a@n annual salary of $2,500. The 
bill provides that the veterinarian 
shall be appointed by the commissioner 
of agriculture, shall hold his office so 
long as he properly discharges the 
duties thereof and that he shall be 
available at all times for consultation 
or treatment of live stock throughout 
the state. 

After a short argument the house 
tabled the bill which seeks to protect 
game and fish in this state. The Dill

SENATE PASSES 
AUSH OF BILLS

Succession to the Gover- 
nor Is Provided For. 


Loan Associations Disposed 
Of---Senate Unanimous in 
Favor of Clean Sheets--Road- 
Working Law Amended. 


While the Wright bill, aimed at 
lobbyists, consumed most of the time 
of the senate on yesterday, a number 
of other measures were passed during 
the morning session. 

Among these was the bill of Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, to regulate building and loan 
associations. . 

Also the bill of Mr. Hall to regulate 
the succession in the case of .the death 
of the governor by providing that 
the president of the senate, the speaker 
of the house, the secretary of state 
and the comptroller general] should be 
in the line of succession in the order 
named. 

Larceny After Trust Punishment. 

A bill to reduce the punishment for 
larceny after trust, when the amount 
involved is less” than ,$650, providing 
that it shou)@ be punishable as for a 
misdemeanor, was also passed. 

The™bill appropriating $30,000 for 
the publication of 10,000 copies of the 
Hopkins code and providing that they 
should be sold at cost by the state li- 
brarian was also passed. The senate 
defeated an amendment by Mr. Mc- 
Curry providing that the work should 


be given out as other printing work 
of the state is let. Instead it was de- 


cided to let the work on- contract and 
to permit the state printer to bid as 
well as any other printing and pub- 
lishing house. 

A bill to permit: the state librarian to 
secure certain old volumes of early 
Georgia reports from the Michie Com- 
pany, of Charlottesville, Va., which 
owns the copyright on the books, was 
passed. 

The clean sheet bill, requiring all 
hotels in the state charging as much 
as $2 a day to change the bed linen 
daily, was passed by a vote of 31 to 0. 
The senate was unanimously: in favor 
of clean sheets. 

The bill of Mr. Alexander, of Fulton, 
looking to the protection of persons 
furnishing material or labor for use On 
public works, was also passed. 

; Tallulah Falls Up. 

A resolution was offered by Messrs. 
Slater and McCurry authorizing the 
governor to accept lands in or around 
Tallulah Falls which may be offered to 
the state for forest reserves. The 
resolution was referred to a commit- 
tee. 

The following measures 
passed: 

Bill to cede to the United States gov- 
ernment certain land in Walker coun- 
ty for road purposes. ' 

The bill of Messrs. Brinson and 
Parker, of Decatur, to prevent the re- 
moval outside the state of. personal 
property held under conditional pur- 
chase of sales, was passed with an im- 
material amendment. 

The bill to permit local taxation in 
militia districts for school purposes, 
was passed. 

On motion of Senator Akin a bill to 
prohibit dogs running at large on St. 
Simons island, was tabled. 

A bill to amend the road working 
law passed in 1891, permitting the 
working of tax delinquents for ten 
days in any one year, was passed after 
being amended as follows: To provide 
that boys under 21 should not be re- 
quired to work the roads, and to make 
the limit five days. . 

Amended by Slater. 

Senator Slater made a strong argu- 
ment against this bill as it came from 
the house. He said boys under 21 
often did not have the money to pay 
their road tax and that it was an in- 
justice to require them to work the 
roads. He said the law should be uni- 
form as to the age limit, as certain 
counties now had 16 and others 21 as 
the age limit. His suggestion was put 
into an amendment and adopted. 

A bill to amend the charter of Hape- 
ville so as to permit the extension of 
the corporate limits, was passed. 

Also a bill requiring the state li- 
brariapn to furnish certain Georgia re- 
ports to judges of city courts. 

The morning session adjourned at 1 
o’clock after four hours’ work. The 
afternoon session adjourned at 5 
o’clock. Nothing was accomplished at 
the afternoon session except the de- 
feat of the anti-lobbying bill.

A determined minority in the senate 
defeated the attempt to have the bill 
read the second time, and, as a result, 
the measure is dead, so far as this 
general assembly is concerned. °

tinues, it will have to: be introduced 
anew next year, and again go \through 
the regular course. | 

Fight Wages Four Hours. 
measure waged. In the morning the 
advocates turned their 
getting the measure out of the \com- 
mittee on banks and banking, to 
which it had been referred on Mon- 
day on motion of Mr. McCurry. In the 
afternoon the opponents fought \ to 
prevent the report of the committee 
being received,. and the measure read 
the second time. 

To become a law, the measure \must 
be read on three separate day in 
the senate, and, after a third read- 
ing, receive a constitutional majority 
of at least 23 votes.

In the course of an impassioned 
speech, Senator Howard Thompson de- 
clared that he would be willing to 
fight to the last minute of the session 
and see every other measure side- 
tracked, in order to get a vote on the 
bill. The challenge was taken up by 
Senator M. B. Calhoun, and a filibuster 
in which he, Senators Akin, McCurry, 
Morris, Price and McDowell were the 
leading spirits, followea. 

At 6 o’clock, when the president’s 
gavel fell, after efforts by Senators 
Mathews and Slat to get up other

Efforts to amend the resolution so 
as to allow the committee until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon to formulate 
their report, were made by Senator 
Slater and others. The Siater amend- 
ment was voted down finally by a vote 
of 14 to 28. The resolution of the 
twenty-four senators was adopted on 
an aye and nay roll.call by a vote of 
30 to 11. 

Senator Morris Insurges. 

When the result was announced, 
Senator Longley rose to a question of 
parliamentary inquiry and expressed 
doubt as to whether the senators com- 
posing the committee could be required 
to leave the chamber during a session 
of the senate. 

Senator Morris promptly announced 
that he did not propose to call the 
committe to meet regardless of the ac- 
tion of a majority of the body. 
He said he would stand on his 
constitutional right to remain on 
the floor while matters o fimportance 
were being transacted. 

This was a new and uwnlooked-for 
development, and the advocates of 
the Wright bill immediately became 
conciliatory. 

Mr. Jackson moved a recess for fif- 
teen minutes to permit the committee 
to meet. Mr. Slater moved, as an 
amendment, a recess for thirty min- 
utes. Later he moved that the com- 
mittse be given until 3 o’colck, and 
to this Mr. Jackson reluctantly con- 
sented when it was apparent that the 
opposition was determined in its 
course. 

The committee on banks and bdbank- 
ing met and decided to report the 
bill with the recommendation that it 
do not pass. The committee held an 
executive session on motion of Sena- 
tor Akin. The vote on reporting the 
bili unfavorably was: Ayes, Morris, 
Bowen, Akin, McDowell, Longiey—4. 
Nays, Callaway of the tenth, Conley, 
King and Sellers—4. 

Parliamentary Chaos. 

In the afternoon the opponents of 
the bill set themselves to create as 
chaotic a parliamentary situation as 
possible: Motion was piled on motion; 
the ayes and nays were called every 
time possible. An effort 
when a member rose to explain his|\ 
vote on one proposition to object, and 
then move that he be allowed to ex- 
plain, and on that motion cal! the ayes 
and nays, and go all over again. 

President Slaton ruled that explana- 
tions during a roll call on a motion to 
allow a member to explain his vote, 
was permissible, but it could go no 
further than that. 

On the motion of Senator Jackson 
to disagree with the unfavorable re- 
port of the committee, the ayes and 
nays were called.

Gallagher, the would-be assassin, ts 
locked in a cell at Jersey City, :held 
without bail. He expresses no re- 
morse. 

Liner Gay When Tragedy Occurred. 

The big liner was gay with flags 
and ringing with shouted good-byes 
when the tragedy occurred. Most of 
those who had been aboard the ship to 
Bay farewell to friends or relatives 
had gome ashore, but a little group re- 
mained to talk. with the mayor, They 
were standing on the port side of the 
vessel, near the promenade deck for- 


Award, and were in the act’ of posing 


for a group photograph when Galla- 
Sheer, unnoticed, pushed his way al- 
most to the mayor's Side and fired 
point blank at his head. 

He used a 38-caliber revolver and 
an examination later disclosed that 
the first cartridge had missed fire. This 
probably saved the mayor's life, for 
when he first pulled the 
trigger, was less than 2 feet away, 
Backing away slightly in his excite- 
ment he pulled the trigger a second 
time and sent a bullet crashing into 
the major’s neck below the ear. 

Adamson Struck Assassin's Arm. 

William H/’ Edwards, commissioner 
of street cleaning and former Prince- 
ton football star, lunged forward with 


| his - 300 pounds just as Robert Adam- 


son, the mayor’s secretary, struck Gal- 
lagher’s arm. As he did so, a second 
shot pierced Edwards’ sleeve, inflicting 
a slight flesh wound on the commis- 
sioner’s right arm, which ° remained 


' undiscovered for hours because of the 


excitement. 

Unmindful of his wound, Edwards 
hit the man a crashing blow in the 
face, and they crashed to the deck to- 
gether, Gallagher struggling with the 
strength of desperation and pulling 
viciously at the trigger in an attempt 
to fire another shot. 

OVerpowering Would-Be Murderer. 

But Edwards was too much for him. 
He rained blow after blow in Gal- 
lagher’s now bleeding face, while 
Adamson and “Archibald R. Watson; 
counell for the city, flung themselves 
on the struggling twoin an attempt to 
grasp the weapon. When Mr. Watson 
had obtained possession of it, Edwards 
and Gallagher coritinued a itter 
struggle about the deck, Edwards now 
erying and shouting in his anger and 
excitement, and Gallagher panting 
as exhaustion began to grip his Iimbs.. 

When completely subdued in the 
former football star’s vise-like grip, 
a pair of steel nippers were slipped 
on his wrists by a special officer 
board the ship and he was _ rushed 
through a hooting and _ threatening 
crowd off the vessel, into an automo- 
pile and arraigned before Recorder 
McGovern, of Hoboken. 

Gaynor Remained Conscious. 

During the struggle with the man 
who had attempted to take his life, 
Mayor Gaynor, though ‘badly wounded 
and bleeding from the mouth and 
nose, did not lose consciousness. The 
impact of the bullet did not even throw 
him from his feet,. but he raised his 
hands to his ears and, with his face 
contorted with pain, he staggered in a 
daze and leaned limply across the 
ship's rail until Adamson came to his 
assistance. Then some one drew a 
steamer chair to his side, and into this 
the mayor sank with relief. 

A few minutes later he was removed 
to a state room, where the ship’s sur- 
geons temporarily bandaged the 
wound, preparatory to his removal to 
St. Mary’s hospital. 

He was taken there in an automo- 


| bile. 


Mrs. Gaynor Notified. 

Rufus Gaynor, a son, was the only 
member of the mayor's family present 
when he was shot. His wife and the 
other two children were at the Gaynor 
country place at St. James, L. I. When 
Mrs. Gaynor was notified by _tele- 
phone of the tragedy, she made a 
spectacular run by automobile, accom- 
panied by her son, Norman, crossed 
the Queensborough bridge to Manhat- 
tan, sped across the island to the Hud- 
son river and was taken to Hoboken, 
in a police patrol boat. She was al- 
most overcome when she reached St. 
Mary's hospital, and was permitted to 
see her husband for only a moment. 
She was joined there shortly .by Mrs. 
Ethel Vingut, a daughter, recently 
married, and they began their vigil 
near the bedside. 

Gaynor Sbowed Great Fortitude. 

Rarely has a wounded man e6vi- 
denced more fortitude and cheerfulness 
than did William J. Gaynor today. He 
evidently thought, as he wag being 
carried down-the companion way from 
the ship on a stretcher, that his wound 
was fatal, for he smiled faintly and 
said to those near him: “Tell the peo- 
ple goodby.”’ 

To his wife and son, Rufus, he said 
later: 

“It is very strange, very strange. 
wonder why he did it?” 

But at no time did he express ill- 
feeling toward the man who would 
have killed him. And that he looked 
calmly on the ever-present prospect 
of assassination is indicated in the 
tone of a recent letter to a citjzen 
who had warned him of the. danger 
of going in the subway without an 
escort. To this solicitious friend, 
Charles Weinblatt, a lawyer. he wrote 
om March 22 last: 

“T thank you very much for your 
letter, but I have no fear about goin 
out alone. I do not think anyone wou 
do me any harm unless he was a luna- 
tic. amd it is hard to guard against 
lunatics.” 


Gallagher Not a Lunatic.

and actions, is not a lunatic. His mind 
is apparently as sound as any man’s 
of fifty-odd years, but he has nour- 
ished in his heart a hatred for Mayor 
Gaynor ever since he was discharged 
as a night watchman in the depart- 
ment of docks and ferries in July last, 
for incompetency. 

Since then he has repeatedly writ- 
ten to the mayor, anonymously and 
otherwise, harping on an obsession 
that he had been persecuted and de- 
manding redress. He has even written 
letters to ‘the governor, so it became 
known tonight, 
the Katser Wilhelm der Grosse today 
with the expressed purpose of mur- 
dering the man whom. he charges with 
having robbed him of his bread and 
butter. 

“You took the bread and bufter out 
of my mouth,” he shouted as he ap- 
proached the mayor. Then he leveled 
the revolver and fired. Then the strug- 
gle on the deck ensued almost imme- 
diately. 

“we Got Him!” Shouted Edwards. 

As he grappled with the -man Ed- 
wards was heard shouting: 

“I've got him; I’ve got him.” And 
as he pinned Gallagher tothe floor, he 
beseeched those around him to bring 
a pair of handcuffs. It was then that 
Henry Geering, a special officer of the 
North German Lloyd line, brought the 
nippers ‘and Gallagher was pinioned 
with steel. . 

There was no panic on board during 
the disorder. 

Many tried to belabor the prostrate 
Gallagher, and .the excitement, of 
course, was intense, but the ship’¢ 
officers used severe. measures of dis- 
cipline and effectually shielded the 
mayor in his state room from the 
crowd of over-solicitous passengers. 

President Montt Saw Tragedy. 

President Pedro Mbntt, en route [to 
Europe, after his visit to this country. 
was a spectator of the shooting of 
Mayor Gaynor and its ensuing scenes. 
He had been talking with mayor just 
before the shooting occurred. 

“The man was hanging around for 
several minutes,” said President Montt. 
“T noticed that he carried one hand 
under his coat tail, as if in the meigh- 
borhood of his hip pocket, but I was 
not suspicious of this and ‘paid no par- 
ticular attention to the fellow. 

“He did not seem to me to show any 
signs of excitement. The mayor had 
just introduced me to a frbend of his 
from his own neighborhood in Brook- 
lyn, who was going with him, and 
asked me, laughingly, if I minded 
posing for another group photograph 
for the benefit of a newspaper marr 
who had arrived late, when I heard 
Gallagher yell out’something and saw 
the flash of his gun and then the 
shooting and the struggling began.” 

Edwards Describes Shooting. 

Commissioner Edwards said: 

“rt was standing with Corporation 
Counsel Mr. Watson, Dr. Lederle, the 
health commissioner, Commissioner 
Thompson of the water department, 
and Mr. Adamson, the mayor’s secr2- 
tary, on the forward deck when the 
assassin approached. 

“We were wishing the mayor bon 
voyage. As we chatted I heard a shot 
directly back of us, which was imme- 
diately followed by another. We 
turned and saw this man with a re- 
volver in his right hand and not three 
feet away. He had the revolver al- 
most against the mayor's back. . Mr. 
Watson grabbed the fellow’s pistol 
hand.and held it upward. The man 
began to struggle desperately. 

“7 ‘then seized him around the bod; 
and slammed him against the rail- 
ing. I didn’t care much what I did 
with him and for a moment I thought 
he was going overboard. He contin- 
ued to fight furiously, but a well-di- 
rected biow or two took the fight out 
of him.”. 

Robbed of Bread and Batter. 

Just as they got the man into the 
machine on the way to the lock-up, 
Mr. Edwards said the fellow looked 
about him and said, so that all about 
him heard distinctly: 

“Ete robbed me of my bread and but- 
ter, and that is all there is to it.” 

Mr. Adamson and others made state- 
ments which practcally corroborat +d 
those made by President Montt and 
Mr. Edwards. 

Conditions at Hospital Criticized. 

Commissioner Thompson, who went 
to St. Mary's Hospital with the mayor, 
severely criticizes the ¢onduct of af- 
fairs there. 

“When we arrived,” he said, “we had 
to ring the bell for four or five min- 
utes before anyone responded. Then a 
nurse came to the door and said that 
there was no dottor in at the time. A 
little later an interne came out, smok- 
ing a pipe and seemingly not much 
concerned, and when I said: ‘The mayor 
of New York has been shot and is

Not a Doctor in Hospital. 
“Apparently there was not a doctor

William J. Arlitz, a city visiting physi- 
cian, arrived. He wanted to probe for 
the bullet, but Rufus and I objected 
to his doing that until New York physi- 
clans arrived upon the scene. While 
we were waiting for them Mayor Gay- 
to me, smiled and said: 
‘Don't let them discourage me, Thomp- 
son.’ The mayor was put in a private 
room and cared for by the surgeons of 
the hospital, who arrived about one 
half-hour to three-quarters of an hour 
after our arrival.”

A nur dser of medi- 
cine bottles were in evifence, and it 
was clear that Gallagher had spent 
much of his time recently in reading 
the newspapers. - ° , 

It was said ih the neighborhood 
that Gallagher had been drinking a 
good deal of late and rumor had it that 
he had lost $300 on the Jeffries-John- 
son fight. 

After. his arraignment before be- 
fore Recorder McGovern and held to 
await the result of the mayor’s inju- 
ries, this afternoon Gallagher was 
sent to the Hudson county jail at Jer- 
sey City, where he sat in his cell to- | 
night contentedly smoking a pipe and 
seemed to be pleased with the atten- 
tion he had attracted. 

Gallagher shows the marks of the 
struggle which took place on the 
liner’s deck..

BUT CLOSE WAS FIRM 


Prices Showed Loss of 5 to 12 
Points at Close--Spots 
wer. 


New York. August 9%.—The cotton 
market was less active today and 
prices showed a somewhat reactionary 
tendency following yesterday's sharp 
edvance, but offerings, on the whole, 
were very well absorbed; part of an 
early decline was recovered, and the 
close was firm at a net loss of only 5@ 
12 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 2 points on August, but at a loss of 
from 9 to 16 points on the general list, 
as a result of heavy realizing and sell- 
ing for a furth reaction, in response 
to disappointing cables and reports 
of rains in the western belt. Selling 
was heavy, in keeping with 
‘rapidity of the recent advance, 
there was a continued trade demand on 
@ scale down and as soon as the scat- 
tering long interest had been: some- 
what reduced, the market was steadied 
by covering and renewed bull support,

For and Against the Bill, 

Those speaking against the passage 
of the bill were as follows: 

Reese, of Glynn; Garlington, 
of Richmond; Fullbright, of Burka; 
Convwerse, of Lowndes; Porter, of 
Floyd, and Hardeman, of Jefferson. 

Those who spoke for the bill were: 

Messrs. Boyd, of Spalding; Ellis, of 
Bibb; Allen, of Upson; McMichael, of 
Marion; Peacock, of Pulaski; Alexan- 
der, of DeKalb; Lovejoy, of Troup, 
and Persons, of Monroe, 

“Mr. Boyd and Mr. Allen declared 
that the people of the state are de- 
manding that they know just exactly 
what salary their solicitors are receiv- 
ing, and that they are demanding the 
passage of this bill to place them on 
a salary. 

Mr. Peacock stated that when he 
was in the senate he introduced a Dill 


and that every solicitor general in the 
state except one was in the capitol 
lobbying against it. 

The bill, with the amendment placed 
on it by the house, will be acted upon 
by the senate Wednesday. 

Shortly after convening for the aft- 
ernoon session the house took up ths 
bill regulating the use of automobiles,

amendments. 
Revision of Judicial System. 

By the vote of 60 to 45 the house 
adopted a resolution by Mr. Alexander, 
of Fulton, authorizing the governor 
to appoint from the members of the 
Georgia bar a commission of fifteen 
to consider the revision of the judicial 
system of the state and to report on 
the same to the general assembly of 
1911. The resolution provides that the 
chief justice of the supreme court and 
chief judge of the court of appeals 
shall be ex-officio members of the 
commission. 

To Widen Peachtree Street. 

The house adopted the resolution 
by Messrs. McElreath, Brown and Al- 
exander, of Fulton, authorizing the
